The French struck simultaneously 
and at the time of cabling the forces 
of both nations were pushing fo r­ 
ward with relentless fury. 
The British delivered 
their blow’ 
today northeast of Ypres, while the 
Germans were 
stall 
staggering 
in 
bloody confusion from the assault 
on Lens. 
From 
opposite 
Polygon 
Wood 
rbout 
four 
and 
one-half 
miles 
northeast of Ypres, to the junction 
w’ith the French line, six miles dis­ 
tant, the forces of 
Field Marshal 
Haig advanced 
after 
perfect pre­ 
paration.

The French timed their thrust to 
strike with, that of the British. 
The fighting in the region of Lens 
was extremely bold during the night. 
The Canadians 
rushed 
the Ger­ 
mans as they came 
back time 
and 
time again in counter attack. 
One 
•ifter another German division came 
on until at ten o’clock last night 1(1 
counter assaults after another had 
been 
thrown 
back 
w’ith 
bloody 
losses. 
The Fourth German guard divis­ 
ion w’as practically wiped out after 
having failed to take the Canadian 
hold on ground close to Lens.

London, Aug. 16.— Field Marshal 
Haig’s troops captured Langmark at 
noon today, Premier 
Lloyd George 
announced in the house of commons 
this afternoon. 
One thousand, 
two 
hundred 
prisoners 
and five guns 
were captured.

G. I. Christie Tells of Some of The No Definite Word Regarding Entrain, 


Things Found on Really Good 


Farms 


But it is Expected Within

Lafayette, Ind., 
Aug. 16.—G. I. 
Christie, superintendent of the de­ 
partment of agriculture extension of 
the University of Purdue, today is­ 
sued the following statem ent: 
' ‘Startling conditions were found 
in Indiana’s wheat in the recent seed 
selection campaign, carried on under 
the direction of J. U. Beavers, state 
leader of wheat campaign, that nec­ 
essitate especial consideration in or­ 
der that the farmers may obliterate 
some of the troubles another year. 
Both loose and stinking smut, rye, 
and cheat were found in abundance 
in many counties. 
Many fields were 
blighted and full of scab, while oth­ 
ers were low in vitality and in qual­ 
ity. 
This is another cause for poor 
wheat, although not as serious as 
some others. 
In one county in the 
south central part of the state, out 
of a hundred and sixty-three fields 
inspected, 39 were refused because 
of being badly mixed with rye, 3.") 
vere foul 
with 
cockel, 
29 low in 
quality, 7 were foul with cheat, and 
two contained a large per cent of 
smut. 
In a north central county, out of 


3 41 fields visited, 22 were mixed with 
rve, 37 foul with cockles, 21 con­ 
tained stinking smut, 20 were low in 
quality and affected 
with scab. 6 
badly mixed and 4 were mixed with 
cheat. 
The 
conditions 
found in 
many other counties .were similar 
though not so bad. 
The seed selected will not , sgW 
more than 1/10 of the crop which 
will be planted thU fall. 
For this 
reason a great responsibility devolv­ 
es upon the men who will have to se- 
eure their seed wheat 
from fields 
which are badly infested with fun­ 
gus diseases and 
foul with .weed 
pests. 
Apparently the wheat in ad 
joining states is no better than in 
Indiana. 
Stinking smut may he absolutely 
prevented 
by 
the 
formaldehyde 
treatment before seeding, but weed 
pests are not so easily 
eliminated, 
in one section where the infestation 
of cockle was exceedingly bad, it 
was found that practically all of the 
cockle in that section had been dis­ 
tributed during the last ten years 
from one man’s farm who had made 
a speciality of selling seed wheat 
The most practical way to get rid of 
cockle is to pull out all the plants 
• when they are in bloom, two or three 
weeks before the wheat is ready to 
cut. 


j 
Thus it may be seen that the far 
mers who intend to sow wheat thn 
i fall—and the acreage should be in- 
j creased—must pay attention to their 
seed. If wheat can be secured which 
is free from insect pests and cofi 
tains little or no scab, the farmer 
should consider himself 
fortunate 
If the fanning mill is used to clean 
the seed thoroughly and then every 
bushel of wheat seeded is treatec 
with formaldehyde, a great redue 
tion in fungus diseases and a great­ 
ly increased yield next year may be 
reasonably anticipated. 
Every fa r­ 
mer who is counting on changing 
seed wheat this fall should do so at 
the earliest moment in order that he 
may be assured of getting the bes 
seed possible.

just outside of Holland’s 
capital,

sults in Finding Many Blighted 


. And Effected" Fields 


MUST ELIMINATE ALL PESTS 


G. I. Christie Tells of Some of The 


Things Found on Really Good • 


Farms 


Lafayette,- Ind., Aug. 16.—G. I. 


Christie, .superintendent of the de- 
partment of agriculture extension of 
the University of Purdue, today is- 
sued'the following statement: 


"Startling conditions were found 


ai Indiana's wheat in the recent seed 
selection campaign, carried on under 
the direction of J. C. Beavers, state 
leader of wheat campaign, that nec- 
essitate especial consideration in or- 
der that the farmers may obliterate 
some of the troubles another year. 
Both loose and stiriking smut, rye, 
and cheat were found in abundance 
in many counties. Many fields were 
blighted and full of scab, while oth- 
ers were low in vitality and in qual- 
ity. This' is another cause for poor 
•wheat, although not as serious as 
some others, 
In one county in the 


south central part of the state, out 
of ii hundred and sixty-three fields 
inspected, 39 were refused because 
of being badly mixed with rye, 35 
vere foul 
with 
eoclcel, 
29 low in 


quality, 7 were foul with cheat, and 
two contained a large per eejit of 
smut. 


In a north central county, out of 


141 fields visited, 22 were mixed with 
rye, 37 foul with cockles, 21 con- 
tained stinking smut, 20 were low in 
quality and affected 
with scab. 6 


badly mixed and 4 were mixed with 
cheat. 
The 
conditions 
found in 


many other counties .were similar 
though not so bad. 


The seed selected will not , sow 


more than 1/10 of the crop which 
will be planted this fall. 
For .this 


reason a great responsibility devolv- 
es upon the men who will have to se- 
cure their seed wheat 
from .fields 


which are badly infested with-.fun- 
gus, diseases and 
foul with .weed 


pests. Apparently the wheat- in adr 
joining states is no better than in 
Indiana.

Stinking smut may be absolutely 


prevented 
by 
the 
forma Idebyde 


treatment before seeding, but weet 
pests are not so easily eliminated. 
In one section where the infestation 
of cockle was exceedingly bad, it 
was found that'practically all of the 
cockle in that section had been .dis- 
tributed during the last ten years 
from one man's farm who had made 
a speciality of selling seed wheat. 
The most practical way to get rid of 
cockle is to pull out all the plants 
when they are in bloom, two or three 
weeks before the wheat is ready to 


| 
Thus it may be seen that the far- 


mers who intend to sow wheat this 
ffall—and the acreage should be in 
[creased—must pay attention to their 
seed. If wheat can be secured which 
is free from insect pests and con 
tains little or no scab, the farmer 
should consider himself 
fortunate 


If the fanning mill is used to clean 
the seed thoroughly and then every 
bushel of wheat seeded is treated 
,-vrith formaldehyde, a great reduc- 
tion in fungus diseases and a great- 
ly increased yield next year may be 


j reasonably anticipated.' Every far- 
mer who is counting on changing 
seed wheat this fall should do so at 
the earliest moment in order that he 
| may be assured of getting the best 
seed possible.

splendidly furnished. Its restaurant 
is large enough to aceomodate all 
the diplomats in the world, who, un- 
der the softening influence of hos- 
pitajity are supposed to banish from 
their minds all thoughts of strife 
and contention, and to bind them one 
to another in universal friendship. 
This futile temple of peace stands 
near the "House in the Woods," the 
royal palace of Holland's 
Queen, 


which, in its plainness and simplic- 
^ty, pales into insignificance in com- 
parison with the splendor and mag- 
nificence of the peace palace. 


At the time of the dedication dele- 


gates from the nations of the earth 
flocked to the Hague with gifts and 
peace -offerings. 
The palace itself 


was the gift of an American citizen, 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie. 
Great Bri- 


tain conferred the boon of stained 
glass windows, France presented a 
painting iby M. Besnard, and Gobelin 
^tapestries, and Holland's contribu- 
tion was a collection of the works of 
Ferdinand Bol. 
Germany 
gave a 


pair of monumental gates, the Unit- 
ed States a marble group represent- 
ing "Peace through Justice," which 
adorns the first landing on the splen- 
did onyx stairway, provided by-Mex- 
ico, and ea-ch of the other nations 
participating in the dedicatory ser- 
vices presented appropriate tokens 
of sympathy or approval. 


It resembled a wedding festival in 


which the bride of universal peace 
was to set up housekeeping in a pal- 
ace prepared especially for her per- 
manent residence. Brazil, of all the 
nations participating in the peace 
offerings, showed a proper sense of 
humor in sending a warship to Am- 
sterdam in honor of the celebration. 
Perhaps such 
peace as has 
been 


provided at the Hague could not be 
more fittingly exemplified than in 
the thunder of naval guns. At the 
\fime of the dedication, when peans 
were being sung to the brotherhood 
of man, 'Europe was an armed mili- 
tary camp, and in less than one year 
after that conference, which had for 
its purpose the securing of universal 
peace, the world was plunged into 
the most ruinous war of history. 


After the ceremonies incident to 


the dedication were over, when sta- 
tues were being unveiled hymns sung 
and speeches 
made, 
preparations 


for war were in progress, and con- 
tinued until the outbreak of the con- 
flict in August 1914, when the peace 
palace sank quietly to the level of 
other benevolent institutions. 


A .set of rules regulating^ the con- 


duct of •nations, and providing for 
the arbitration of international dis- 
putes was prepared, and later rati- 
fied by most of the governments re- 
presented at the conference.

was recently deposed as the ruler of 
the most absolute autocracy in the 
world. To the -kingdom of the earth 
and the sea, has 
been added the 


kingdom of the air. 
Ships carrying 


destructive equipment now sail un- 
der, as well as upon the water, and 
men armed -with automatic guns and 
explosives, fly in the air as do the 
birds. And the voices of the amiable 
gentlemen who lunched in the palace 
of peace, and cemented friendships 
over cigars in the beautiful garden, 
have long since been silenced by the 
din of deadly conflict.
